Warren Reports Federal 
Employes Helped Firms 
Get Awards, Then Re- 
ceived Fees or Took 
Jobs With Them. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (UP)— 
Comptroller General Lindsay War- 
ren disclosed today what he 
termed “shocking” evidence of 
“fraud, collusion and-or bribery” 


on the part of former Army offi- 
cers in. the award of wartime Gov- 
ernment contracts. 

Warren reported to Congress 
that the General Accounting Of- 
fice, in addition, has found }6,- 
280,000 in improper payments “in- 
duced by fraud” in connection 
with the settlement of Govern- 
ment contracts. 

He said these represented only 
a “sampling” and that he hesi- 
tated to guess the “entire extent 
of fraud and overpayments.” 

Warren reported that, as of 
May 31, his office had examined 
9195 contract settlements. He re- 
called, that brief statements of 
fact doncerning 145 of the settle- 
ments were included in his earlier 
reports to Congress on July 10, 
1947, and Feb. 24, 1948: 

He said that “salient features of 
the balance of the settlements— 
involving $2,456,047 — deemed to 
have induced by fraud are set 
forth in the appendix hereto, with 
appropriate comment.” 

It was in the appendix to the 
report that Warren’s disclosures 
of alleged : activi 
by Army officers and other Gov- 
ernment employes were carried, 

Warren told the United Press 
that names were not listed be- 
cause it might “show the hand” of 
the Department of Justice so far 
as legal action was concerned. 

Warren said that his investiga- 
tions of contracts awarded to 
New York firms for preparation 
of Government technical manuals 
disclosed “beyond reasonable 
doubt” that contract awards in 
the first instance were based on 
“fraud, collusion and-or bribery 
on the part of certain government 
personnel (military and civilian) 
and others.” 

(The Associated Press said that 
only about $107,800 “has been re- 
covered” and the outlook for addi- 
tional recovery is slim.) 

Instances Cited. 

He cited these instances: 

1. An Army officer “divulged 
to one of the bidders” the prices 
quoted by other firms on prepa- 
ration of the manuals. The bid- 
der received a $40,375 contract— 
later canceled—and as-an “aft- 
ermath” the officer became em- 
ployed by the company and was 

‘paid $7600 for “services.” 
2. Two former Army officers, 


~ while on active duty, “received 


shares of corporate stock valued 
at $2000 in return for purported 
‘part-time services’ to a firm 
which shortly thereafter re- 
ceived Government contracts at 
prices totaling in excess of $100,- 
000.” 


3. “Numerous instances” were 
reported involving acceptance 
by Government employes of “en- 
tertainment, lunches, . dinners, 
liquors, etc., from contractors 
who, in return, seem to have 
been favored with Government

6 ARRESTED IN CRACKDOWN 
ON $250,000-A-YEAR LOTTERY 


Three Women, 


Operator 
Seized—55 Agents Reported Working 
in Weather Racket. 


Among Those 


The police gambling squad 
cracked down on one of the larg- 
est weather ticket lotteries in the 
St. Louis area late yesterday and 
arrested Reuben Grimsky, opera- 
tor of the estimated $250,000-a- 
year business, and five suspected 
agents, 

Grimsky, who lives at 756 Ham- 
ilton boulevard, was arrested at 
Delmar boulevard and DeBaliviere 
avenue, where detectives reported 
they saw him stop his automobile 
and hand a package of weather 
tickets to Arthur Steger, 73-year- 
old retired streetcar operator. 
With Grimsky was Miss Edna 
McCreary, a clerk, 4066 Labadie 
avenue. 

Watched Six Weeks. 

Capt. Joseph Wren and his gam- 
bling squad had been watching 
Grimsky and his agents for six 
weeks and had a search warrant 
for Grimsky’s office in the Lee 
building, 5937A Easton avenue. 
There the raiders found a hand 
press, two multigraph machines, a 
sewing machine and about 10,000 
tickets for the Ace, Dixie, Bingo 
and Treasury weather lotteries. 
Mrs. Sarah Trudell, 6419 Pasadena 
boulevard, Pine Lawn, who told 
detectives her job was to sew 
down the flaps on the tickets, was 
arrested at the office. 

The officers had also a search 
warrant for the home of Harold 
Kabak, news vendor at Sixth and 
Locust streéts, who lives at 5808 
Lotus avenue. 
ed Kabak’s wife, Jeanette, whom

they had seen make trips to the 
Lee building office. Kabak was 
arrested later, when he came to 
police headquarters to inquire 
about his wife. 

Admits Operating Lotteries. 

Grimsky admitted operating the 
weather ticket lotteries, police 
said, but asserted that business 
was poor and he was planning on 
“folding up.” Officers, who say 
Grimsky had about 55 agents 
working throughout the area, were 
inclined to doubt the statement. 
Tickets sold at 26 and 50 cents 
and $1, and a distribution of 10,000 
tickets at an average price of 50 
cents brought in $5000 a week, 
police estimated. Prizes ranging 
from $1 to $3000 were offered for 
winning number combinations, 
based on published temperature 
readings at specified hours. Agents 
received 40 per cent of the pro- 
ceeds of each ticket sale, police 
said. 

Police booked Grimsky suspect- 
ed of establishing a lottery, and 
the others suspected of aiding in 
establishing a lottery. Warrants 
will be sought against all, Steger, 
who lives at 3511 Dix avenue, 
Overland, admitted he was a 
weather ticket salesman, officers 
reported. Miss McCreary asserted 
she had no connection with the 
lottery, and was merely riding 
with Grimsky. Kabak admitted he 
was an agent for Grimsky, and 
Mrs. Kabak said she helped her 
husband by ' delivering weather 
tickets to his newsstand.

AUTO INSURANCE 
RATES BOOSTED BY 
DRIVERS UNDER 25 


CHICAGO, Aug. 4 (AP)—Driv- 
ers under 25 years old are adding 
$125,000,000 annually to the na- 
tion’s premium ‘charges for pri- 
vate automobile insurancé, an 
analysis indicated today. 

J. A. Mills, vice president of 
Lumbermen’s Mutual Casualty Co., 
said surveys show drivers under 
25 have an accident rate at least 
50 per cent gr de che 

Mills said that an analysis was 
made of studies by the Massachu- 
setts tomobile Rating and Acci- 
dent Prevention Bureau and by 
the Province of Ontario. He said 
it showed that if drivers under 25 
reduced their accident record to 
the general average, total United 
States private passenger car bod- 
ily injury and property damage 
premiums of $825,000,000 paid in 
1948 could have been clit by $125,-

AIR FORCE DROPS 
ARTIFICIAL RAIN 


MAKING PROJECT 


WILMINGTON, O., Aug. 4 (AP) 
Artificial rain-making is of no 
practical economic or military 
value, an Air Force officer reports 
in announcing the discontinuance 
of the Air Force’s “cloud physics” 
and “thunderstorm” projects. 

The projects, which have been 
under way for more than a year 
at the Clinton County Air Force 
Base, will be concluded at the 
end of this week, Col. J. Francis 
Taylor, chief of the all-weather 
flying service at the base, said 
yesterday. 

He said that attempts to make 
artificial rain “were not sufficient- 
ly successful to be of significance.” 

However, the projects ,have re- 
sulted in improved tec}rhique’ for 
safer flying throu thunder- 
storms and compilation of valuable 
information in the structure and 
action of thunderstorms.

DARST AGAINST 
CUT IN FIREMEN 
WIL ASK $250,000 
BUDGET NGREAS 


Mayor Had Made Up His 
Mind Before Chief 
Egenriether Resigned 


—‘Wrong Time to Lay 
Off Anyone.’

Mayor Joseph M. Darst had 
made up his mind Tuesday night 
that a supplemental appropriation 
of $250,000 should be made for the 
Fire Department and that no re- 
duction should be made in depart- 
ment personnel, but he withheld 
announcement of the decision un- 
til after the resignation yesterday 
of Fire Chief Frank Egenriether, 
who had refused to assume re- 
sponsibility for the dismissal of 
124 firemen in an economy move 
suggested by city officials. 

The Fire Chief said he had pro- 
tested when the budget was drawn. 
that the allotment for his depart- 
ment was inadequate to meet the 
increased expense resulting from 
recent additions in personnel and 
&@ reduced work week, 

Mayor Darst said there had 
been discussions with Comptroller 
Milton Carpenter, Director of Pub- 
lic Safety Myles P. Dyer and 
Chief Egenriether about the Fire 
Department budget, and that he 
sought Egenriether’s' suggestions 
on economy. Darst said he also 
wanted Dyer to “get the recom- 
mendations before the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment on 
the possibility no layoffs of fire- 
men would be necessary.” 

“Dyer explained the need of 
keeping the present force, and 
that a certain number of men 
was needed for the operation of 
each piece of equipment,” Mayor 
Darst told reporters. 

Darst Explains Discussion. 

“Dyer emphasized that the Fire 
Department is not flexible and, 
after the discussion on Tuesday, 
I felt I would go along with a 
supplemental appropriation. This 
is the wrong time to lay off any- 
one,” the Mayor said, “and 
also believe the present work 
week should be be maintained. 
Thete should be no cuts in the de- 
partment now.” 

After receiving word of Chief 
Egenriether’s resignation, Mayor 
Darst canceled a meeting of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, scheduled for today. 

The executive committee of Lo- 
cal 73, A.F.L. Fire Fighters’ As- 
sociation, the St. Louis firemen’s 
union, today called on Mayor 
Darst to request Chief Egenrieth- 
er to reconsider his resignation. 
A telegram to the Mayor from 
William A. Webb, secretary of the. 
union, asked that the reconsider- 
ation request be made “with the 
provision that sufficient funds 
are provided,to operate the de- 
partment at full strength.” The 
message added that Egenriether 
was “too valuable to be permitted 
to resign without en effort being 
made to have him retonsider his 
decision.” Webb said Egenriether 
resigned from the union when he 
became chief. 

Carpenter’s Position. 

Carpenter told of the review of 
the budget problem and declared 
there was no intention on the part 
of the city administration to 
change policy on the firemen’s 
work week. “It was a problem of 
how to stay within the budget, 
and I appreciated that it might be 
necessary to get additional funds 
in the case of the Fire Depart- 
ment,” Carpenter observed. “I had 
no desire to affect the morale or 
the general efficiency of the de- 
partment.” 

In his letter of resignation, ad- 
dressed to Dyer, Egenriether 
stated simply that he was resign- 
ing as Fire Chief, effective yes- 
terday. He told reporters he is 
quitting the department, in which 
he has served since 1915, and was 
“going fishing.” He has been chief 
six years and will receive a pen- 
sion of $50 monthly under the de- 
partment’s old pension system, 
which continues payments to the 
widow of a fireman. 

Battalion Chief Hugh F. Lyon, 
a veteran of 35 years as a fire 
fighter, was named Acting Chief 
until Egenriether’s successor is 
selected through civil service pro- 
cedure. Lyon, one of the origina- 
tors of the fire department school, 
is a brother-in-law of former Fire. 
Chief Lawrence Cornoyer. The 
Fire Cts is $645 a month.

POLICE BOARD HAS 


NO AUTHORITY 10 
REHIRE MATHEWS 
AS RULES STAND 


Jellyroll Hogan’s Man 
Is Over 31-Year Age 
Limit — Holzhausen 
and Darst Want a 
Showdown, However, 


When the Board of Police Com- 
missioners meets tomorrow. to 
consider the application for re-in- 
statement of Joseph L. Mathews, 
former detective sergeant and key 
figure in Senator Edward J. 
(Jellyroll) Hogan’s effort to gain 
control of the board, it will do so 
without authority under the board 
rules as they now stand, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. 

Under the previous board, head- 
ed by H. Sam Priest, new regula- 
tions governing the qualifications 
of prospective policemen were set 


up to’conform with recommenda-| ™ 


tions of the Governmental Re- 
search Institute and the Federal 


Bureau of Investigation as to se- Ba 


lection of candidates 
training. 
Provisions of Rule. 

When the new regulations were 
put into effect, Section 213 of 
Rule 13 was repealed. This sec- 
tion pertained to the considera- 
tion of applicants who were for- 
mer members of the force and 
who had been off the force not 
more than five years. If the 
men's service had terminated 
honorably they were eligible for 
re-appointment up to the age of 
38 years, providing they could 
meet all physical and mental re- 
quirements. 

Mathews is well over the 38 
limit but left the department in 
1946, which would be within the 
five-year limit. If the section 
were still in effect the board could 
conceivably amend the rule as to 
Mathews’s age. 

However, the board would vir- 
tually have to create a new rule 
to fit the Mathews case in acting 
on it tomorrow, as the present 
rule governing men eligible for 
rookie training has an age limit 
of 31 and. provides that the men 
start in as probationary patrol- 
men. 

There is another rule which was 
set up by the Priest board, per- 
taining to the re-instatement of 
men who served in-the armed 
forces. However, the rule would 
not apply in the Mathews case. 

Determined on Showdown. 

Maurice G. Roberts, law mem- 
ber of the board, could not be 
reached for comment. It was 
learned, however, that regardless 
of any technicality, Board Presi- 
dent William L. Holzhausen and 
Mayor Joseph M. Darst, ex-officio 
member of the board, jare deter- 
mined to have the Mgthews case 


Two board members, Daniel G. 
Church and Charles H. Ostertagz, 
have stated they favor Mathews’s 
re-instatement. Commissioner Rob- 
erts has not stated publicly how 
he stands on the matter, but has 
told associates he is committed 
to voting for Mathews if the mat- 
ter comes up. 

Considerable pressure has been 
put on Roberts and Ostertag by 
friends and assocfates to change 
their positions on the Mathews 
case, the Post-Dispatch has 
learned, What they will do when 
the case comes to a showdown is 
a matter of speculation. 

Rules Disregarded. 

The present Police Board has 
paid little attention to the rules 
on the selection of new police of- 
ficers. Last month a group of 
over-age chauffeurs and turnkeys 
were made probationary patrol- 
men, and when a new class of 71 
for the Police Academy was select- 
ed, 14 applicants who had failed 
in one or the other type of tests 
recommended by Washington Uni- 
versity professors were put into 
the new class on the authority of 
Commissioners Church, Ostertag 
and Roberts because of personal 
or political reasons. 

It was learned that President 
Holzhausen did not have any voice 
in the naming of the 14 men who 
did not qualify under the rules. 

Several attorneys who served on 
Police Boards in the past have 
told the Post-Dispatch that, in 
their opinion, there is only one 
statute governing re-instatement of 
former police officers and that 
pertains only to former soldiers 
and sailors. 

This statute, which was passed 
by the Legislature early in the 
Priest board regime, would over- 
rule any board rule or regulation, 
they believe. On the other hand,

100 BATHERS IN OUTDOOR POOL 
OVERCOME BY CHLORINE GAS

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 4 (AP)— 
Nearly 100 bathers in an outdoor 
swimming pool were overcome by 
escaping chlorine gas yesterday, 
and 24, including 17 children, were 
taken to hospitals, 10 in serious 
condition, 

Amand Gautier, manager of the 
pool, expressed the opinion the 
pipe carrying the gas into the 
shallow end of the water became 
clogged temporarily and then the 
chlorine burst out with a gush 
faster than the water could ab- 
sorb it. The gas is used for puri- 
fying the water in the pool. 

Several of the more seriously 
affected children were placed un- 
der oxygen tents in hospitals.

Base who had surrounded a low, 
wooded area in East St. Louis in 
search of the robber and abductor 
of a Belleville grocer and his wife 
captured the fugitive today after 
& four-hour man hunt that ém- 
ployed jeeps and trucks and was 
witnessed by hundreds of specta- 
tors. 

The robber was Pvt. Howard 
Bruton, 25 years old, of Los An- 
geles, a member. of the 3310th 
Air Police Squadron, stationed at 
the base outside Belleville. He 


denied the holdup when captured 
and persisted in his denial when 
first confronted by his vitcims, 
Mr. and Mrs. Weissman, who iden- 
tified him positively. 

“You're not so brave without 
your gun,” Mrs, Weissman taunt- 
ed him. 

Then Weissman, angered by the 
denial, scuffled with Bruton, 
Belleville police separated them, 
and led the Weissmans from the 
room. Later Bruton admitted the 
holdup and offered to show where 
he had hidden the money. 

He led officers to a spot where 
he had buried $94 and produced 
$23 from his pocket. The Weiss- 
mans had estimated $122 was 
taken, 

The capture came as officers 
from four sides were advancing 
on Bruton’s hiding place in high 
weeds. Patrolmen in jeeps and 
trucks stood with revolvers drawn 
as they advanced slowly. 

The capture, which took place 

about 400 feet in from State 
street in the 5100 block, was made 
by East St. Louis patrolmen in 
the rear of a truck driven by 
Francis J. Foley, assistant super- 
intendent in charge of the East 
Side Levee and Sanitary District 
Flood Patrol. ; 
. Other. groups assisting in the 
beating of the brushes were Iili- 
nois state police and Belleville po- 
lice, about 100 men being present 
at the time of the capture. 
Seventy-five more M.P.s arrived 
just as Bruton surrendéred, and 
an airplane was on the way. 

A man in Army uniform was re- 
ported seen running into the high 
weeds of the area only a few mo- 
ments before police arrived. Capt. 
Charles Carney of the East St. 
Louis police force, who was in the 
first group to advance on foot, 
beating the weeds, said he and his 
men had picked up fresh foot- 
prints in the mud.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4—Presi- 
dent Truman insisted today that 
the full $1,450,000,000 he has re- 
quested for arms aid to friendly 
nations ought to be approved by 
Congress, but he conceded that he 
would accept legislative changes 
so the bill could be handled as 
soon as possible, 

He told his press conference 
that he did not want a “blank 
check” authorization which would 
enable him to give military aid 
to “any” nation, as proposed in 
the nistration bill that was 
sent to Congress. He said that he 
did not particularly care for that 
provision, but that he wanted every 
North Atlantic Pact country taken 
care of to implement the treaty. 
The important thing, he cuon- 
tinued, was to provide the money 
and provide it quickly,

the few compromises he has ever 
publicly accepted, It is not likely 
to be enough to get the full re- 
quested amount authorized and 
appropriated. 

Republican Senators Vanden- 
berg and Dulles and Democratic 
Senators George and McKellar 
have announced their intention to 
cut down the funds available for 
foreign military aid until the 
western European powers can 
show that they have worked out 
over-all defense plans. General 
opposition develeped to the “any 
nation” proposal almost as soon as 
the Administration bill reached the 
Capitol. 

Objections te Bill. 

Under this bill’s Section 3, which 
Truman now is willing to drap, 
“the President is authorized, upon 
the request of any nation, to fur- 
nish assistance such nation 
through grants, or payment in 
cash, or through any other means 
and upon such other terms as he 
deems appropriate, whenever he 
deems that the furnishing of such 
assistance will further the policies

Cole to Ask About F irm’s

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP)— 
Representative Cole (Rep.), Kan- 
sas, made public today a list of 
questions he plans to ask in the 
congressional inquiry into federal 
loans to the Lustron Corp., Co- 
lumbus (O.) manufacturer of pre- 
fabricated houses. 

Carl G. Strandlund, president of 


the corporation, told a reporter he 
detected “innuendo in some of 
these questions that is entirely 
uncalled for.” 

The House Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee opened a hear- 
ing this afternoon into circum- 
stances under which the Recon- 
struction Finance Corp. lent $35,- 
500,000 to Lustron from a fund of 
$50,000,000 established by Congress 
to develop prefabricated housing. 

Cole said in a statement he will 
ask whether it is true that “E. 
Merl Young was the $7193-a-year 
trial examiner for the RFC who 
approved two Lustron loan appli- 
cations in 1948 and that he is now 
a Lustron vice president in Wash- 
ington at $18,000 a year.” 

‘Partially Correct.’ 

“That,” Strandlund said, “is a 
partially correct statement, if 
stripped of innuendo. He had noth- 
ing to do with our loan. We did 
hire ,him at that salary. We had 
to go that high because he had 
other offers. He is a capable man, 
and I’m satisfied with his work. 

“His work does not involve try- 
ing to ‘influence’ anybody, but he 


knows how to work well, and he/ 


knows who are the proper people 
to see—a big thing in this town 
if a man is not to waste valuable 
time just learning which man in 
what agency is the right one to 
see about certain problems arising 
legitimately in the course of 
work.” 

“It has been reported,” Cole said 
in another question, “that Lt. Gen. 
Eugene Reybold, former chief of 
the Army Engineers, was hired by 
Lustron at $25,000 a year. What 
were or are his duties? Is Lustron 
seeking large contracts with the 
Army or Navy? If so, does he 
work on them? Does Lustron find 
that some specifications are writ- 
ten so that only Lustron is able 
to meet them?” 

Says He Gets $15,000.

Strandlund said he would reply 
to other questions propounded by 
Cole with statements that the cor- 
poration has kept its rent and in- 
terest on loans paid; that the 
company is far behind the pro- 
duction schedule it hoped to reach 
because’ of delays in delivery of 
production machinery, but that it 
will be turning out 1000 prefabri- 
cated houses a month by some 
time in September. 

Fears End of Loans. 


Strandlund said “it would be 
tragic” if the congressional inves- 
tigation results in refusal to fur- 
ther federal loans. 

“T am not afraid of the inquiry 
as such,” Strandlund told a re- 
porter. “There is*“nothing wrong 
or unwholesome that the investi- 
gation could uncover. 

“But it wold be tragic if, simply 
because an inquiry was made, the 
Reconstruction Finance . Corp. 
should pinch us off from further 
loans. That is the one thing I 
don’t ‘want to happen.” 

Strandlund said the corporation 
plans to ask for further RFC loans 
but that it*is impossible to esti- 
mate now how many additional 
millions will be required. 

Denial of the additional ioans, 
he said, would imperil the .whole 
venture “at a time when we have 
purchased all the equipment we 
need and are getting a real start 
on mass production of houses.” 

Representative Smith (Rep.), 
Ohio, precipitated the committee’s 
inquiry into why Lustron has been 
able to borrow as much as it did 
while private cash investment in 
the enterprise totaled about 
$1,000,000.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP)—

Lustron sprang out of the post- 
war housing shortage. Wilson 
Wyatt, then head of the National 
Housing Agency, was searching 
for a way to make a quick dent 
in the shortage when Strandlund 
came on the scene. 

Congress in May 1946 had au- 
thorized Government loans for 
new type building, including pre- 
fabs—the authorization RFC cites 
today for its loans to Lustron. 

Strandlund, described as a “self- 
made engineer” who came from 
Sweden at the age of 4, was vice 
president of Chicago Vitreous Co., 
a firm that made money during 
the depression with porcelain 
enamel finish on steel washing 


getting RFC approval of the in- 
itial $15,500,000 loan in 1946, he 
told a Senate Banking subcom- 
mittee he planned to produce 17.- 
000 of the enamel-coated houses 
by Dec. 31, 1948.

“It was a major crusade to get 
started and required optimism of 
a high order in those days,” said 
one executive. 

$16,000,000 in Machinery. 

The company was incorporated 
under Ohio laws Nov. 1, 1947. On 
March 19, 1948, it broke ground 
with its first piece of machinery. 

Today, there is an estimated 
$16,000,000 worth of machinery and 
equipment in the plant, including 
hine miles of overload conveyor 
belts, 11 furnaces, 163 presses. 

The payroll for about 3400 work- 
ers is close to $250,000 a week. 

Officials cited among its major 
hurdles. the training of a labor 
force for an entirely new industry.

Strandlund had scaled down his 
loan request to $14,000,000 and the 
RFC had engaged an engineering 
firm to study Lustron’s prospects.

AGA KHAN’S STOLEN 
JEWELS AT $785,000 


Lloyd’s of London Rates Rob- 
bery as One of Largest 
in Its - History.

The letter 
of resignation, he said, contained 
no reference to Mrs. Roosevelt’s 
controversy with Cardinal Francis 
Spellman of New York over fed- 
eral aid to parochial schools. 

Hopeful on Mexican Loan. 

The President was emphatic 
that the negotiations with Mexico 
for a loan for that country’s oil 
industry were merely suspended. 
He had been asked whether the 
negotiations had broken down be- 
cause the Mexican Government 
had not paid back claims growing 
out of the expropriation of foreign- 
owned properties. Truman said 
that the loan was still under con- 
sideration and was hopeful it 
could be worked out.

1948, has been honored with the captaincy of the U.S. Ryder Cup 
squad, although injuries suffered in an auto collision have sidelined 


him from links action, 

The Professional Golfers’ Asso- 
ciation announced yesterday that 
Hogan, the mighty bantam, will 
appear with the United States 
team in Boston, although he will 
not be able to compete. 

On Aug. 27-28 at Boston's Bel- 
mont Country Club the special 
challenge match will be played. 
The Ryder Cup matches will be 
contested in England Sept. 16 
and 17, 

Hogan was critically injured in 
a head-on automobile collision with 
a bus in Texas last February. His 
appearance at the Boston chal- 
lenge matches will mark his first 
appearance at a major golf event 
since his accident. He will not be 
able to play in England either. 


“T'm not sure when I will be 
able to play in tournament golf 
again,” Hogan told George Schnei- 
ter, P.G.A. tournament manager, 
“but I certainly intend to do so 
if it is at all possible.”

“American monopoly” of so-called 
“atomic secrets.” 

The truth is that we have no 
atomic secrets which cannot be 
discovered, sooner or later, by the 
scientists of other nations who are 
working in this field. And the 

priority assigned to the problem 
by the Kremlin is equally attested 
by two contrasting facts. At the 
head of the Soviet program of 
atomic research and development 
is Marshal Beria, who formerly 
occupied, as the dreaded chieftain 
of the secret police, the most im- 
portant of all Russian administra- 
tive posts. And at bottom of the 
pyramid, many thousands of con- 
scripted slave laborers are literally 
being driven to their death to ex- 
tract uranium from the mines of 
the Erzgebirge. 

But it is crucial to realize that 
these ‘dates of 1952-53 and 1955-56 
were not:chosen by the American 
and British chiefs with nothing 
in view but the Soviet atomic de- 
velopment effort.

To Keep the Court Supreme 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The announcement by President Tru- 
man that he had selected Attorney Gen- 
eral Tom Clark to fill the Supreme 
Court vacancy has drawn attention to 
one of the most regrettable situations in 
this country today. 

The public feels that the prestige of 
the Supreme Court has not recovered 
from the attacks and appointments of 
the late President Roosevelt and that 
&n appointment to the court is no long- 
er a recognition of merit but a reward 
of political favor. 

Since public opinion of the court is 

at a low point, something must be done 
to restore the lost confidence and again 
make it a body worthy of recognition. 
The most effective way would be for 
the President to ask the American Bar 
Association to submit an approved list 
of its most efficient and worthy mem- 
bers best suited for the appointment. 
Using that as a guide he could select a 
Justice with the confidence of the peo- 
ple back of him. He should, as prerequi- 
sites, have some previous experience as a 
judge, recognition in the profession, and 
independence from politics and party. 
- Such a move would be a big step in 
the right direction for restoring public 
confidence. It would make the nation 
feel that the court would eventually be 
what it was meant to be, a Supreme 
Court, and not a mere court whose de- 
cisions are supreme only until a new 
appointment changes the many 5-to-4 
decisions to whichever side the admin- 
istration in power might favor. Now is 
the time for something constructive and 
such a@ move would have a salutary ef- 
fect.

cause the Darst administration had been press- 
ing him to lay off 124 firemen in an effort to 
balance the Fire Department’s budget. Frank 
Egenriether didn’t want to be the “goat fof 
someone else,” so he quit. 

Then—after Egenriether’s resignation became 
public—Mayor Darst belatedly announced there 
wouldn't be any dismissals after all: the Board 
of Aldermen would just have to give the fire 
department additional funds. 

The result is that the city has lost a first-rate 
fire chief who has been on the force 32 years. 
But what appears even more important is the 
threat to the efficiency and morale of the men 
in the department and the possibilities of in- 
creased hazards to life and property if such a 
large reduction in the force is ordered later on. 
In October 1947, when the force totaled 875 and 
former Mayor Kaufmann attempted to cut it by 
40 men, a Circuit Court grand jury reported: 


It is the recommendation of this body that 
the present membership of the St. Louis 
Fire Department, which is already below 


the allowable limit, be not further reduced, 
since, were that done, an increased hazard 
to life and property thus would be created. 


The Kaufmann administration then cancelled 
the order. Moreover, a few days before, the 
Board of Aldermen had noted in a resolutien 
that: 


The lay-offs might cost the city more 
than the saving immediately achieved be- 
cause of possible loss of life and property 
and possible increase in fire insurance rates. 
The loss of the men would be a menace to 
the safety of the community and would 
break down morale in the entire Fire De- 
partment, since no firefighter henceforth 
could feel secure in his position. 


Last year, when the work week of firemen 
was reduced from 84 to 6742 hours—putting it 
in line with 14 other large cities—219 new 
men were added, thus bringing the depart- 
ment total up to 1094. Since then, however, it 
has been reduced by attrition until it now num- 
bers 1017. Further reductions would mean a 
return to the “sweat shop” days of two years 
ago. Chief Egenriether felt so strongly against 
such a proposition that he quit in protest. 

Previous to the reduction in firemen’s hours, 
department strength was authorized by ordi- 
nance to total 956, a size never reached. Making 
adjustments in this figure because of the greater 
strength required when the 6742-hour week be- 
came effective, the Missouri Inspection Bureau, 
an insurance rating organization, calculates that, 
instead of reducing the heres’ tl could well be 
increased to. 1150 men—a rise of 133 over the 
present total! 

That the City of St. Louis is in no enviable 
financial position has been clear for some time. 
Any economy that can be made is well worth 
making, provided, of course, it doesn’t fall undef 
the heading of “penny wise and pound foolish.” 
Any proposal to reduce the already understaffed 
Fire Department falls in that category. 
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Nisei at Annapolis 

Mark the name of 18-year-old Takeshi Yoshi- 
hara.

And we salute Congressman Tollefson for ap- 
pointing Annapolis’ first Nisei. 
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Cheating the Veterans 

When free schooling for veterans of World 
War II was first proposed, the late Representa- 
tive Cochran of St. Louis did a lot of worrying. 
Of course, he wanted every man who had worn 
the uniform to have the best possible chance for 
a fruitful civilian career. But he also feared 
that preparation for such a career might be 
turned into a scandalous racket. He saw fly-by- 
night schools springing up more for the purpose 
of making a killing in GI fees than for the im- 
parting of useful training. Jack Cochran’s fears 
were all too well founded. 

Such “schools” did spring up. And their 
number seems to be increasing of late. Some 
hardly bother to conceal the fact that they are 
only offering the veteran a chance to collect 
more benefits, the “schools” getting their share 
in the form of fees. H. V. Stirling of the Veter- 
ans Administration says that such rackets are 
cropping up especially where employment op- 
portunities have fallen off. It is tragic if a vet- 
eran really believes that these fly-by-night enter- 
prises are offering him something of true edu- 
cational value. 

The GI Bill of Rights authorizes payments 
only to approved institutions. But approval was 
left to the states. It is now painfully obvious 
that this responsibility has not been taken as 
seriously as it still ought to be. It seems that if 
an educational promoter can solicit enough ap- 
plications from veterans, he does not have too 
much trouble about approval. 

The number of veterans in legitimate schools 
is declining, But benefit payments will be avail- 
able until 1956—even to some veterans who al- 
ready have completed courses. This available 
money is a great temptation to the racketeers. 

The Veterans Administration therefore wants 
funds for closer screening of GI educational ap- 
plications, especially those asking for additional 
training. Money so spent would be well spent. 
It would help to insure education for veterans, 
instead of allowing them to be duped by schem- 
ers interested only in looting the Treasury.

Amethyst for slipping her moorings and escap- 
ing in a 150-mile dash down the Yangtze river 
despite the Chinese Communists. Pinned down 
since she was battered in a fight with the Com- 
munists last April 20, the 1400-ton sloop got 
away in the dark of night. Threading her way 
along the dangerous channel, the little ship 
smashed through a boom and avoided heavy 
gunfire from two Chinese forts. “A daring ex- 
ploit,” the King calls it. 

Shades of red-bearded Drake, blustering 
Blake and frail Nelson! Nelson stormed into 
Copenhagen harbor to pound the Danes. Drake 
“singed the King of Spain’s beard’”’ by sinking 
ships in Cadiz harbor. Blake, dying of scurvy, 
destroyed the Dey’s fleet and the forts in 
Tunis harbor. Keyes took block ships into 
Zeebrugge U-boat base in World War I. Capt. 
Fegen .took the converted merchant cruiser, 
Jervis Bay, on a suicidal charge against a Nazi 
pocket battleship in World War II. 

The little Amethyst did outwit the Chinese. 

But in 
the light of Britain’s naval tradition it is hard 
to regard the Amethyst’s midnight run as any- 
thing that Drake or Nelson would have ever 
mentioned. 
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Dim Views of Zone Fares 

The idea of extra fare on streetcars and busses 
that cross the city line isn’t catching on well. The 
City of St. Louis, which once broached it as a 
way to avoid fare increases in the city, doesn’t 
seem greatly interested now. But when the Pub- 
lic Service Co. sprang its proposal to collect an 
extra nickel at or near the city line, St. Louis 
county officials rose up in ire. 

“Everyone asks when the city and county are 
going to stop fighting each other,” Mayor Thies 
of Clayton remarked. “This just establishes 
one more point of segregation and it’s going to 
keep a lot of people from crossing the county 
line.” This contains a gentle*reminder to St. 
Louis merchants that county people could do 
still more buying in the county. 

Now the County Planning Commission says 
that “any system of public transportation in the 
metropolitan area is dependent on this (the 
county’s) population to increase or diminish pat- 
ronage.” This, too, is warning. No one dis- 
putes the theoretical justice of charging more 
for a longer ride, but mass transit profits de- 
pend on mass patronage, and stiff zone fares 
drive patrons away. 

The Missouri Public Service Commission first 
took a friendly interest in zone fares but has 
recently turned down even a small 2-cent zone 
premium at Kansas City. This precedent is 
good enough to bring to St. Louis. 
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In the Smith Administration 


Missourians can vote from now on when they 
are out of the state on election days or confined 
to their beds. At long last, a Legislature has 
passed and a Governor has signed an adequate 
absentee ballot law. : 

Liberal provisions for absentee ballots have 
long been established in many states. Many per- 
sons and newspapers, including this one, have 
urged this step in Missouri for many years. Yet, 
through good and poor regimes in Jefferson 
City, it was passed over, and it is accomplished 
in the end by a state administration which is 
under some dark clouds. 

For this very reason, it is a special pleasure 
to recall that Goy.

Public Opinion 


After a 10-state survey, public relations counselor says it is because 
they are not only monopolies but behave like it; urges them to 
of adopt the progressive methods of TVA and aggressive private 
industry; without that, they're ig for still more trouble.

The privately owned utility industry is 
still taking a fearful beating from the po- 
liticos; the public relations problem still ex- 
ists. 

Recently, the writer and staff personnel 
trudged through many of the smaller com- 
munities of Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas, Mis- 
souri, Michigan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Ohio, Indiana and Kentucky. As a mem- 
ber of a public relations firm, the writer 
was on a ponderous mission. The task 
was to probe local sentiment towards re- 
tail chain stores. To divert the attention 
of the respondents from the major topic, 
questions on private utilities were thrown 
in. Our major conclusion may be given 
thus: at least two-thirds of our adult pop- 
ulation regard private utility companies 
dubiously and suspiciously. 


Cold, Hostile and Menacing 


The pattern of beliefs can be summarized 
in five conclusions: 

1. Utilities overwhelm the Common Man 
by their bigness, their coldness and their 
seeming independence from the competi- 
tiveness of community life. He sees them as 
a separate, independent and sometimes 
hostile power. 

2. By and large, the Common Man rare- 
ly knows anyone working for a utility. The 
Common Man thinks utility heads are, in 
the main, sleek, fat and well-oiled and 
that the leaflets inserted with the monthly 
utility bills are fairly questionable, 

3. The Common Man has a noticeable 
suspicion that public ownership would bene- 
fit him. The electric company would in- 
stantly take on a nobler and loftier tone, 
he thinks. In the case of gas, he seems 
to have very little feeling about rates, but 
does about service. In the case of tele- 
phones, he has no complaint whatsoever 
about service (the unanimity here is as- 
tounding); he damns the rates. 

4. All public utility offices are courteous 
to him; in fact, their courtesy irks him oc- 
casionally when he wants to object about 
something. 

5. The TVA seems a wonderful thing to 
him. Many respondents told of the eye- 
catching pictures in their newspapers. 

By and large, such sentiments are not

The Common Man and his family ap-

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can it be done by inviting other utility 
companies into the franchised territory to 
create a state of competition. Economical- 
ly, the latter is impossible. The next best 
step would appear to be to approach the 
competitive conditions of private industry. 


By and large, private enterprise is known 
through its competitive character, and that 
in turn is evidenced in (a) pricing, (b) new 
models, and (c) new products. 


If This Be Socialism 


Private companies will reduce prices, put 
out “loss leaders,” and use other pricing 
devices to attract customers. But consum- 
ers must take what the utility offers, and 
at the published rate. 

Private utilities could do worse than be- 
come assiduous copy-cats at this point; 
they might study the method utilized by 
the TVA, So as to present the method ac- 
curately, an unbiased description of the 
TVA rate-making policy might be handy: 
“The TVA... has sought to set its rates 
at the lowest possible remunerative level, 
and to promote full use of its facilities by 
the adoption of a commercial pricing pol- 
icy familiar to any large business which, 
unprotected by monopoly, has to seek its 
customers in a competitive market.” (“Gov- 
ernment and Economic Life,” by Lyon and 
Abramson.) 

If that method is socialism and a blow 
at the solvency of nations, it is curious to 
find an economist such as Leverett 8. Lyon 
speaking well of it. Dr. Lyon today is 
chief executive officer of the Chicago As- 
sociation of Commerce and Industry, a 
group not particularly noted for its advoca- 
cy of socialistic causes.

Ordinary X-rays are absorbed 
before they penetrate deeply. Be- 
cause of this they are of little use 
against cancer of the stomach, 
liver, pancreas or any other deep 
internal part. 

On the basis of these discov- 
eries Dr. Robert 8S. Stone, head of 
the university's radiology depart- 
ment, will seek to learn what 
voltages up to 70,000,000 will do. 

To produce these ultra-powerful 
rays a miniature synchrotron 
weighing eight tons will be built. 
A full-sized synchrotron weighs 
upwards of 150 tons and produces 
a beam of 300,000,000 volts, 

The little synchrotron will be 
built by the General Electric Co. 
and will cost about $230,000, the 
university said. It will be housed 
in a specially constructed building 
costing $215,000 and will be sur- 
rounded by thick walls of concrete 
to prevent escape of dangerous 
radiation. The university and the 
Atomic Emergy Commission are 
collaborating on the project. 

Dr. Stone will try the super vol- 
tages first on animals, then on

Scientists previously were able 
to grow the polio virus for a short 
time in a test tube, using nerve 
tissue for culture. The Children’s 
Hospital research team, however, 
has now found that the virus will 
grow and multiply in a culture 
with other types of human tissue. 
Although the project is only a 
year old, the scientists 
have shown that the virus of one 
strain in Group 2 polio can be 
grown in the test tube, and pre- 
limi experiments indicate 
that a strain in Group 1 polio may 
also so succeed. 


The avenues, which possibly 
may be speeded up as a result of 
the work here, lead to such polio 
goals as: 

1. A source of large amounts 
of virus for possible vaccination 
purposes. 

2. Classification of virus types 
and the elimination of animals 
for some experiments in polio. 

3. Disclosing how the virus at- 
— and feeds on the living 
cell, 

4. Isolation of virus as a pos- 
sible aid to diagnosis. 

The work indicated that the 
virus, a parasite, feeds on human 
tissue other than nerve cells. Such 
might explain why polio virus can 


out outward symptoms. 

In the experiments here, the 
Harvard scientists obtained their 
virus — known as the Lansing 
strain—from infected mice or 
monkeys. It is placed in a fluid 
made up of salt, serum of oxblood, 
penicillin, streptomycin, and

the first time it now appears 
ultimately scientists will be able 
to produce virus in large quanti- 
ties, free from brain or nervous 
tissue which has been known to 
result in serious complications in 
vaccine material for other dis- 
eases. 

The experments are continuing 
with other types of polio virus and 
other human and non-human tis- 
sue slated for investigation. Even- 
tually, the scientists may find that 
polio virus can be grown in the 
embryonic egg, using tissue cul- 
ture as a starting growth.

NEW YORK, Aug. 4 (AP)— 
Profit and loss reports of indus- 
tries in recent days reveal the 
piecemeal pattern the recession 
and the recovery are taking. 

Although some industries show 
earnings well below last year’s, an 
impressive number of others show 
it well above. 

Some of the industries making 
the poorest showing in the first 
half of this year, like textiles, are 
rejoicing in recent days in an ap- 
parent turning of the tide, hoping 
that means their adjustment pe- 
riod is over. 

Similarly, some still going 
stronger than ever in the first half 
of this year are now either slow- 
ing down, like steel, or freely ad- 
mitting the possibility of a letdown 
by yearend, like autos. The read-

The National City Bank of New 
York has compiled the earnings 
reports of 545 leading corporations 
in the manufacturing, mining, 
trade and service industries, as 
released to date. It finds that for 
all 545 the net income in the first 
half of this year was 5.3 per cent 
lower than in the first half of 
1948. But it also finds that nine 
of the 20 groups showed better re- 
sults this year than last, as against 
11 who showed worse. 

Compared with the booming 
last half of 1948, when company 
after company announced the 
greatest earnings in history, the 
20 groups averaged 14 per cent 
lower net income in the six 
months just past. Even here, 
there were three hold-outs — 
autos and trucks; drugs, soap, 
cosmetics; and railway equipment 
—showing greater earnings so far 
this year than in the last half of 
1948, 


Iron and steel companies lead 
the earnings gain. Thirty-five 
companies show total income 
about 50 per cent higher so far 
this year than in the first half of 
last year. Here it must be noted: 
First, that last year profits were 
cut by a coal stoppage during 
that period; and second, that from 
May on earnings have been fall- 
ing rapidly in the industry, with 
prospects for the rest of the year 
far from bright. 

Second From Top. ee 

Second top dog is the auto and 
truck industry; 12 companies re- 
ported net income, about 43 per 
cent higher this year. This in- 
dustry is still going full steam, 
with considerable division of 
opinion as to when a slowdown 
may be expected. 

Twenty-nine auto parts com- 
panies also managed to better last 
year’s earnings, 

The railway equipment indus- 
try reports earnings of 11 com- 
panies 10 per cent above last year. 
But although deliveries were good 
so far this year, the backlog of 
orders has melted away, and the 
near future prospect is considered 
anything but good, 

Others in the plus column this 
year are: Forty-five machinery; 
18 service companies; 35 chemi- 
cal and paint; nine drug, soap, 
cosmetics; 21 cement, glass, and 
stone. 

Hardest hit were the 36 textile 
and apparel companies, down for 
an average of 63% per cent. Next 
were 20 pulp and paper product

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ANSAS, grand-daddy of the dry states, is at last wet. 

But for one third of the nation, 50,000,000 Americans, 

prohibition is a living fact today, with most of-its old-time 
concomitants of political debauchery, bribery and homicide. 
« . « More than 25,000,000 of your fellow-citizens live in areas 
which got no relief from repeal, blocked by state, county, 
city or even precinct laws, in force, though not necessarily 
enforced. And 25,000,000 live where the sale of spirits is 
sanctioned, but so circumscribed by ridiculous rules and 
regulations that there is neither license nor liberty, but 
larceny and corruption. . . . Mississippi and Oklahoma are the 
only states completely dry by statute. But 38 states have 
prohibition through local option, in which localities can bar 
sale, and, in many instances, possession or transportation 
of alcoholic beverages. In these states the percentage of 
population in dry territories ranges from a huge 68.3 in North 
Carolina to a mere .2 in Nebraska. Kentucky, famed for its 
bourbon, is 61.1 dry. oa 
* * * 


ONLY WASHINGTON, D. C., and eight states have no 
dry areas. But in the ostensibly “free” states, including some 
in the all-wet eight, American horse sense does not yet prevail. 
In 15 states on-premése consumption is forbidden. If you 
want a drink you've got to buy a bottle... . And if you 
think the Kansas election indicated a trend away from blue- 
nose legislation, you are wrong. . . . For every publicized 
defeat at the polls, the drys quietly come up with a dozen 
local option victories. 
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YOU WOULDN'T BELIEVE that about 5 per cent of wide 
open Chicago is dry. Strange, few of the hard-drinking, hard- 
playing citizens there know what’s happening in their city. 
At the last election, when even Kansas shed its tarpaulin, 
two out of three Chicago precincts in which local option was 
on the ballot voted DRY, making the total] of such precincts 
130 out of 3400. 
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ILLINOIS is local option (as is New York), but under its 
peculiar laws local option elections can be held for spots 
within communities as well as for whole ones. About one- 
eighth of the population of Illinois lives in dry areas... . 
Under the trick provisions of the law, drys made considerable 
headway within the Chicago city limits by the cute expedient 
of discarding the name “Anti-Saloon League” and masquerad- 
ing as property-owners’ protective leagues. . . One set-up 
is a beaut. The local police captain has the final word on 
punishing liquor violations. They rarely act, of course. And 
some saloonkeepers back drives to create new neighborhood 
dry sections—and grab the trade thus shut off. 

* * * 


MISSISSIPPI refuses to vote in booze, but, jealous, of 
revenue collected by sister states, it passed a curious bill 
levying a 10 per cent tax on “gross proceeds of anyone 
engaged in the business of selling any commodity prohibited 
for sale or distribution.” . . . Names of bootleggers who make 
honest returns to the tax collector are not turned over to 
enforcement officers. Jackson, the state capital, is pretty dry 
as to on-premise sales. Residents get home deliveries from 
bootleggers, who operate raw, hire school children to distribute 
price lists with dealers’ addresses and phone numbers. 
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JACKSON is small in area. A 50-cent cab ride takes you 
across the Pear] river, in Rankin county, to a section known 
as the Gold Coast, five minutes from the Capitol. Here, on 
every road, are scores of whitewashed shacks, each with a 
single white light hanging in front, the sign of a dispensary. 
There is no deceit, no door-slot subterfuge. The proprietor 
comes out, bows, asks your pleasure, serves you. Prices are 
as reasonable as in New York. . . Supplies come from 
Louisiana, across the Mississippi, or by barge from Cairo, IIl., 
down the river. The wholesaling is a monopoly of the national 
racketeer Syndicate.

OKLAHOMA CITY, with a population of about 300;000, is the 
largest legally bone-dry city in the United States. It’s the state 
capital, comparatively orderly. But the ex-capital, Tulsa, is 
roaring. Most Oklahoma liquor is the McCoy, from Texas, 
Louisiana, Colorado, Arkansas and Illinois. Very little moon- 
shine is sold, except to the social trash. Nothing above 3.2 beer 
is legal in Oklahoma. Kick-seekers spike it with a “goof pill,” 
a barbiturate, and sometimes benzedrine, to make a concoction 
with 180-proof authority. . . . Oklahoma City citizens buy 
from bootleggers, who advertise by card and by mail, guaran- 
teeing 10-minute delivery, day or night. Prices are fair, as 
there is no state tax. Liquor comes in by truck and plane. 
The Syndicate flies into an abandoned airport, Tulakes Field. 
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NIGHT CLUBS let you bring your own and sell set-ups. If 
you’re known, they'll get you a bottle from bootleggers, who 
wait in front with stock in . + « .

PARIS, Aug. 4. 

F UNCLE JOHN hasn't written 

since he got to Paris, it doesn’t 

have to mean that he has hit 
the skids in the jungles of Mont- 
martre, or gone native on the Rive 
Gauche. 

He may have found the Hotel 
Drouot, which is not a hotel at all, 
but just the world’s biggest collec- 
tion of auction rooms, only five 
blocks east of the opera, and easy 
for stray suckers to reach. 

American tourists without plenty 
of self-control can spend four or 
five afternoons a week in this 
establishment, and all the money 
that they ought to be spending on 
the higher things of life. 

If you wait long enough, you 
can buy anything at the Hotel 
Drouot, and if you are smart, pa- 
tient and lucky, you may get it 
at a fraction of its retail value. 
And you may not. 

“Anythin” may mean a Renoir, 
a collection of butterflies, a fif- 
teenth century tapestry, a set of 
second-hand copper pots and pans, 
the autograph of Marie Antoin- 
ette, a priceless postage stamp, a 
set of rare-sporting prints, a bas- 
ketful of miscellaneous junk which 
you can buy as a sort of grab 
bag, a cellar of fine wine, a bundle 
of old books or a second-hand 
shotgun. 

“Undoubtedly the Eiffel tower 
will show ap here one day,” and 
auctioneer remarked, “and some 
fool will be on hand to buy it.” 

Prices range from 100 francs 
(3 cents) to several thousand 
dollars. 

Half-a-dozen auctions go on si- 
multaneously every afternoon of 
the week, and every one of the 
auction rooms is jammed. Fancy 
ladies and gentlement come here 
to bid for artistic treasures. So 
do the boys and girls who chew 
garlic, and those who chew gum, 
all looking for a chance to snap 
up a bargain. 

Great treasures generally go for 
what they are worth, Everything 
that goes on sale is seen before- 
hand by the professionals, and 
they make sure that nobody picks 
up any Matisses of Fragonards 
for a few dollars. 

The big bargains are in the mid- 
dle range — an occasional fine 


sketch by a master, a rare piece 
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of porcelain, a fine piece of furni- 
ture, an odd pair of landscape 
paintings or rare books. It hap- 
pens a hundred times a day that 
somebody gets something worth 
$50 for $5. It probably happens 
twice that often that somebody 
gets something that isn’t worth 
anything for the same price. 


Americans speak up loudest 
when old prints and paintings are 
under the hammer, They are easy 
to take back across the Atlantic, 
and they aren’t so easy for Mr. 
Customs to find. On a good after- 
noon at the Hotel Drouot you 
can often find a gentleman from 
Iowa, in a lively bidding battle 
with a lady from the Bronx, or a 
local Paris American battling it 
out with a fresh transatlantic ar- 
rival. 

This bidding up ‘of prices is 
not one of the things that makes 
Americans popular with their 
French cousins. When it starts 


the Frenchmen present sit back 
and wait for the next round. 
This performance is particularly 
disgusting to the ladies and gents 
from the famous Paris “flea mar- 
ket,” who come to the Hotel Dro- 
uot to get the junk to resell to 
Americans and other suckers. The 
American who has been to the 
Hotel Drouot will never buy any- 
thing at the flea market again. 
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ECENT sales at the Hotel 
Drouot have involved some 
great items. Within a month, 
the auctioneers disposed of the 
magnificent. Adolphe Schloss col- 
lection of Dutch and Flemish 
masters, a collection of autographs 
including those of John Quincy 
, Balzac, Jeff Davis, Marie 
Antoinette and St. Vincent de 
Paul, a great collection of Renoirs, 
Cezannes and other modern mas- 
ters, a collection of 19th century 


water colors that would stock an 
art museum. ; 

In adjacent rooms their fellow 
auctioneers were disposing of 
stuff that would disgrace a rail- 
way lost-property sale in Sioux 

ity 


The Hotel Drouot has been op- 
erating since 1801, and is the only 
place of its kind on earth. All of 
the 80 auctioneers in Paris, who 
have official standing, conduct 
their sales here. Customers pay 
20 per cent commission in addi- 
tion to their bids and people who 
put things up for auction pay 10 
per cent. 

For the benefit of suckers who 
buy radios and watches without 
any insides, and old Flemish mas- 
ters painted in Naples last year, 
the catalogue contains the follow- 
ing announcement: 

“No reclamation will be ad- 
mitted once the adjudication has 
been pronounced.”

We honestly wanted to show the 
world that we were a peace-loving 
nation. Yet, we did not realize 
that the people we were dealing 
with understood no peaceful ges- 
ture. Force was all important to 
them. 

You might have made them 
pause in their plans for world 
conquest if they had known that 
the combined force against them 
was actually more than they could 
handle successfully. If our efforts 
had cost us only money we Would 
not now be very regretful, but 
they cost us precious human lives. 
General Marshall is very cCon- 
scious of that. 

I asked him one night whether 
he wanted to see a very remark- 
able play in New York City called, 
“Command Decision.” 

His answer was: “I have had to 
make too many of those decisions. 
I never want to see anything that 
reminds me of them.”

He returns from work when he pleases and also says he will 
not take me anywhere in the evenings any more. When we go 
to his mother’s house he waits around for her to give whatever 
orders she chooses, and does what she tells him. I feel as his 
wife I am deserving of More consideration. What can be done 

about such a situation? EASY GOING. 
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No matter how old your husband may become he still owes 
his mother respect and deference. But he doeg not owe it to 
her to permit her to dictate to him and run his affairs. He 
should be sufficiently adult as the head of a family to manage 
things on his own, and the sooner he realizes this and begins 
to act accordingly tie better for all concerned.

As to your own personal life, ask your doctor also about 
reducing and what diet he would prescribe. In addition see to 
it that you get more recreation. With no outside interests you 
cannot hope to be happy when you sit and brood over circum- 
stances all day long. Take up a hobby, join a church organiza- 
tion and become active in it, take up something interesting at 
the “Y.” Develop yourself into an alive and interesting per- 
sonality. The traits you admire in your husband he has ap- 
parently developed in just this way.

New Dean of St. Louis U. Medical School |

HE bearded dean with the ab- 

sent-minded gaze-and the i 

tower outlook is pretty m 
a thing of the past in the modern 
university. but even among the 
present-day vigorous and wide- 
awake educators, St. Louis Univer- 
sity’s newest dean is an unusual 
figure. Dr. Melvin A. Casberg, 
who took up his duties as dean of 
the Medical School this week, and 
will spend his future training 
young men in white, has had 
past experiences which range 
from heading a hospital in India 
to acting as Mme. Chiang Kai- 
chek’s physician, to combat be- 
hind the Japanese lines with Chi- 
nese guerrilla fighters in World 
War IL 

“However, I’ve had considerable 
teaching and administrative work 
since the war,” tall, balding, 40- 
year-old Dr. Casberg smiles. “I 
don’t want people to think I came 
directly from guerrilla warfare to 
handling students. Although,” he 
adds, “most problems you encoun- 
ter are primarily problems of hu- 
man nature and human nature is 
the same everywhere.” : 

A graduate of the school where 
he is now dean, Dr. Casberg spent 
10 years of his life in St. Louis. 
In spite of his Far Eastern back- 
ground he thinks he’s probably 
as much a Missourian as any- 
thing, especially since his ma- 
ternal grandmother Lively, a rela- 
tive of Mark Twain, came from 
here. 

His father came from Wisconsin 
—“like all good Norwegians,” he 
says—and at the time of Dr. Cas- 
berg’s birth was engaged as an 
architect in Free Methodist mis- 
sionary work in India, for the 
twofold purpose of a building pro- 
gram for the homeless and voca- 
tional training, chiefly carpentry, 
for the orphaned of India’s famine 
years. 

“Tl was born in Poona, just out- 
side of Bombay,” Dr. Casberg ex- 
plains, “and had all my early edu- 
cation in British schools in India. 
That meant that from the time I 
was 9 years old I was away from 
home nine months out of the year. 
School was held from March until 
December so the children would 
be up in the hills during the hot 
season on the plains. My school 
was Breek’s Memorial School in 
the Nilgiri mountains.” 

When his parents returned to 
this country he attended Green- 
ville College in nearby Greenville, 
Ill., where he spent more time at 
Greek, philosophy and the human- 
ities, than at pre-medical work, 
and “just managed to squeeze 
through” his entrance require- 
ments. He feels that was a good 
idea, however, and has the theory 
that most medical students follow 
too narrow an educational path, 
concentrating on the _ sciences 
when they would benefit from 
some additional philosophy and 
languages—“not just the ones they 
need to translate medical terms.” 


From Greenville, he spent six 
years at St. Louis University,

where he was a part-time instruc- 
tor in the anatomy department 
during his junior and senior years. 
After graduation in 1936, he spent 
four more years in surgical resi- 
dency at City Hospital, and in 
1940 returned to India to the Umri 
Mission Hospital in Berar. By 
this time he had a wife, the for- 
mer Olive Van Valin, also a Green- 
ville graduate, and two children, 
and they went along. 


“My father had built the hos- 
pital and felt I should get my 
start there,” he says, “and it 
turned out to be good experience, 
buying equipment and organizing 
a staff, although the problems 
there were tremendously different 
from those here. For instance, 
there is the problem of diet. Be- 
cause of their religious beliefs, 
Indians cannot eat hospital food or 
they will be defiled. So we had 
to set up quarters for the wife 
or relatives of the patient to pre- 
pare his meals. It had its ad- 
vantages in that you did not have 
a big diet program but its dis- 
advantages in that you had no 
control over diet. Sometimes a 
patient without relatives had to be 
‘defiled’ by eating hospital food 
and on those occasions, we usually 
furnished him with the expenses 
to be reinstated spiritually. 

“Also there is no such thing as 
a written permit for surgery. In-

stead, members of the family sit 
in on the operation and on the 
day of surgery, it was not unusu- 
al, in the case of a Mohamme- 
dan with five or six wives and 
numerous children and grandchil- 
dren, to have a line a block long 
to witness the operation. Often, 
we had to make sure surgery was 
necessary. The most important 
member of the family always wit- 
nessed the operation and some- 
times became so interested in 
surgical procedure that he’d try 
to plan additional operations so he 
could watch. They were fascinat- 
ed by anesthesia and occasionally 
someone would come in, not for 
an operation, but ‘just to be put 
to sleep.’”

HEN war broke out, Dr. Cas- 
berg came back to this coun- 

try to assure his family’s safe 
return, then joined the Washington 
University Twenty-first General 
Hospital staff and went overseas 
as a lieutenant-colonel. He partici- 
pated in the North African cam- 
paign, then, when his Far Eastern 
background came to the attention 
of his superiors, was sent to serve 
under Gen. Stilwell in Chungking. 
The fact that he had learned to 
speak Indian, both the Maranthi 
language spoken in central India, 
and Hindustani, in his youth, add- 
ed to his amusing experiences in 


service. More than once, a street 
beggar or bystander was amazed 
to hear comments on his com- 
ments by the American officer. 


“In Bombay,” Dr. Casberg re- 
lated, “I went into a shop to buy 
some ivory and asked, in English, 
for what I wanted. The shop- 
keeper shouted to his partner, 
‘This fellow looks like he might 
have sOme money. What shall we 
soak him?’ “Oh, at least three or 
four times the regular price,’ the 
other sang back. I asked the 
shopkeeper, in Maranthi then, if 
he realized I was a brother of 
his, having been born in his coun- 
try. He was not at all ashamed 
but delighted as they usually were, 
and said, ‘Oh, in that case, pay 
whatever you want.’” 


In Chungking, his problems 
were concerned with public health 
relating to troops, but he was also 
called on to administer to Mme. 
Chiang Kai-shek when she be- 
came ill. In the summer of ’44, he 
was sent north with an observer 
group of 12, to Yenan, capital of 
communist China, where he 
studied the medical situation, 
cached supplies for flyers who 
might be forced down in that ter- 
ritory, and became well acquainted 
with Mao-tze Tung, political Jead- 
er, and General Chuteh, military 
head of the Chinese communists. 
He was the first of the group to

In addition to his work as dean, 
he will act as associate professor 
of surgery so he can spend some 
time teaching.

He in- 
timates, in fact, that teaching may 
be easier on the nerves, and that, 
anyway, it’s about time to settle 
down.

Tips on Remodeling. 

E HAVE never been very im- 
W pressed by reading how a Mr. 

& Mrs. So and So, Jr., trans- 
formed an old run-down shack 
into a lovely mansion with nothing 
more than a world-famous archi- 
tect, a contractor, his crew and 
$25,000. The kind of remodeling 
that interests us is something that 
doesn’t require much money and 
only what work we can do our- 
selves. 

One trick to remodeling is to 
stay clear of major structural 
changes. For example, it’s often 
quite possible to change the ex- 
ternal appearance of a house by 
adding or subtracting a porch or 
just by reducing the size of the 
present one. 

Removing the ' “gingerbread” 
trim will often heip and so can 
making windows appear larger by 
installing shutters. Another trick 
is to apply a new siding material 
over the old.

and ornamental, At present, they 
are not as popular as they once 
were. The emphasis seems now} 
to be centered on the crust, the} 
use of the pastry tube and the} 
cutting of maraschino cherries | 
into fancy shapes. A good crust 
is essential, and an excellent fill-j 
ing is a must for a successful pie. | 
The fillings should be smooth, | 
rich, flavorful. If it is lemon; 
chiffon, flavor should be definitely 
lemon, pleasingly sweetened. The 
same rule should apply to choco- 


late, egg nog, strawberry, etc. And 
to live up to the name of chiffon, 
the filling must be delicate, light, 
airy, tender. Fillings are often 
tough and rubbery after they are 
chilled for no more than an hour. 
The cause of this is the use of too 
much gelatin. 

Perhaps the cook has a fear, 
that such pies will not hold up in 
hot weather. But with a little 
experimentation she will find that 
she can still cut down on the 
gelatin and have pies that will 
hold up beautifully in the hottest 
of weather. The whole idea of 
refrigerator pies is practical, They 
can be made in the cool of morn- 
ing and the cream can be whipped 
ahead of time so the pie can be 
garnished fresh just before serv- 
ing time. 

The pies should be served the | 
day they are made to be most at- 
tractive and palatable. The gar- 
nish also affects both appearance 
and the palatibility. It should | 
harmonize in flavor and texture | 
with the filling. Our thin curly 
shavings of semi sweet chocolate 
described below are worth striving 
for because they add a delicate 
touch and their flavor is perfect 
with the filling. 

Chocolate Sundae Pie. 

One nine-inch pastry shell or 
graham cracker crust, one and 
one-half cups milk, one-third tea- 
spoon grated nutmeg, one-fourth 
teaspoon salt, three eggs, one 
tablespoon gelatin, softened; three | 
tablespoons cold water, one-half 
cup sugar, one-half teaspoon van- 
illa, one cup whipping cream, one 
bar semi-sweet chocolate (2 oz.), 
chilled. 

Bake pastry first so it will have 
time to cool thoroughly. Pour milk 
into top of double boiler and place 
over hot water, add nutmeg, and 
salt, heat to the scalding point. 
Meanwhile beat egg yolks and 
sugar until light. Pour hot milk 
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| Sastre over egg yolk gradually, 
stirring vigorously to blend well. 
| Return to double boiler and cook 

‘with constant stirring until mix- 

ture coats a metal spoon and is 

slightly thickened. Remove from 
heat and stir in the softened gela- | 
tin. Cool and add vanilla, When | 
mixture begins to thicken, beat 
| well and fold in the stiffly beaten 
egg whites thoroughly, then turn 
into the cooled pastry shell. Place 
in refrigerator to set. Just before 
serving, spread top with stiffly 
whipped cream and sprinkle the 
top with the chocolate which has 
been scraped into large shavings. 

Grip your chocolate bar with a 

piece of waxed paper so it won't 
i melt, hold your paring knife at 

a 45 degree angle and carefully 

shave the chocolate toward you. 

Transfer these large curled shav- 
|ings to the pie top without break- 

ing them, if possible. Six to seven 

servings. 
Apple Sauce. 

For a typically smooth, stiff 
apple sauce, choose a variety that 
cooks quickly to a mush — Red 
|\Junes, Early Transparents, 
Duchess and Greening apples. 
They should be cooked until 
mushy in a minimum of water 
without sugar, then sugar added 
and cooking continued just enough 

to dissolve ougar and blend fla- 
vors. 

Two pounds tart, juicy apples 
(six to eight), peeled and sliced; 
one-fourth to one-third cup water, 
depending on juiciness; one- 
jcup sugar, or to suit taste, pinch 
of salt, cinnamon, if desired. 

Put apples and water into a 
saucepan, cover tightly and cook 
over moderate heat without stir- 
ring until apples are mushy. Shake 
pan from time to time to prevent 
sticking. Add sugar (exact amount 
depends on taste and on tartness 
of apples) and salt, stir just to 
mix and cook for a minute or 
two longer. Remove from heat 
and whip with spoon to a smooth, 
stiff sauce. A little ground cin- 
namon may be added if desired to 
give the sauce a darker color and 
spicy flavor. Serve warm or cold, 
Four to six servings. 

Variation: Apple-Raisin Sauce— 
Add one-half cup raisins with the 
sugar. Add two teaspoons grated 
lemon rind or adding cinna- 
mon.
